quor legally hold must he reported to 
the prohibition commissioner. 


Railroad and express companies are 


not permuted to deliver liquor except 
on sworn aflklavlt and permit that It Is 
for 'legal purposes. 


Advertisement of Intoxicating liquor, 


bv any method, or telling anyone whore 
he ran get a drink Is prohibited. Bill- 
hoards with liquor nds must bo re-

for the regular session In December.

The president cannot sign part of n 


bill while vetoing part of It. lie must 
cither sign or veto tho whole thing. 
It la likely some day that tho occa- 
sional mounting of riders In tho sad- 
dles of appropriation hills will ho dis- 
continued. 
As n rule Iho riders never 


reach their destination. 


Uncle Sam Roused by "Reda." 


Tho losons that tho officials who 


bollevo In punitive measures drnw 
from tho attempted assassination of. 
Attorney General A. Mitchell Palmer 
In Washington, and from other entire- 
ly lawless proceedings elsewhere, Is 
that tjhe mollycoddling of anarchists Is 
more dangerous to tho public than 
hanging them. 


It Is promised now by tho Wash- 


ington officials that tho attacks by 
bornb throwers "will only Increase nnd 
extend the activities of our crlmo 
detecting forces. Wo are determined 
now as heretofore that organized crime 
directed against organised government 
In this cotmtry shall ho stopped," 


There Is n difference of opinion In 


Washington us to whether or not the 
government officials have been as ac- 
tive against law breakers of nil kinds 
since the war 'begun as they should 
have been.

Tho White House Hsulf Is a beauti- 


ful structure, but Its beauty Is ns noth- 
ing to the colorful glow of Its environ- 
ment. 
The few fortunate ones who 


today are allowed lo'ontor (.he. mansion 
occasionally are led lldthiir from the 
ofllco wing through the wonderful gur- 
den planted and tended through three 
seasons by Mrs. YVoodrow Wilson, This 
garden Is a hedged-ln place, hedged In 
by the most wonderful "hedge product" 
ever seen even In this country of 
hedges, Tho green wall which encloses 
throe sides of this garden spot of tho 
great White House grounds Is six foot 
high and three feei In depth. It flour- 
ishes literally like tho green hay tree. 
Its only rival In the Potomac country 
Is ihe fine box hedge planted at Mount 
Vermin by tho hands of tteorge Wash- 
ington. 


Garden Planted by Mrs. Roosevelt. 
This While Mouse, garden, which 


forms of course only a small part of 
tho While House grounds, has boon an 
Institution of three administrations. 
When Mrs. UoosovoU lived In tho 
White House she planned an old-fash- 
ioned garden, and she put her plan In- 
to effect, 
From tho windows of the 


White House one looked down on u 
garden In which bloomed geraniums, 
panslos, nasturtiums, hollyhocks', for- 
getmonots, roses, bachelor 
buttons, 


fuchsias, sweet wlUhims, and all tho 
rest of tho old time favorites. 


It was Mrs, lloosovi'lt's custom to 


Invlto her Intimate friends to afternoon 
tea In tho old-fashioned garden. There 
In tho late afternoon tho garden lay 
under tho 'shadows of tho great trees 
which have stood as sentinels In tho 
Whlto Mouse grounds (or many years. 
Tho place was quaint, old-fashioned 
and fragrant and the elders of Wash- 
ington life renewed tho days of their 
youth before tho plain flowers had 
boon supplanted by tho exotics which 
modern gardeners insist must have the 
place of prominence In sun and In 
shade. 


Mrs. Tuft continued tho old-fashion- 


ed garden, and so did tho first Mrs. 
Wilson. Tho present mistress of tho 
Whlto House loves roses, Tho garden 
of today Is a mass of rose blooms and 
tho air all about Is surcharged with 
tho fragrance of these wonderful flow- 
ers. In Washington the roses bloom 
from early May until well on toward 
Thanksgiving, and so tho beauty of tho 
rose garden Is assured for 
many 


months to come.

During all the time of the president's

Isolation Is complete. 


Tho White House itself is a beautt 


fui structure, but Its beauty Is as noth- 
ing to the colorful glow of its environ- 
ment. 
Tho few fortunate ones who 


today are allowed to enter the munsiou 
occasionally are led thither from the 
olllce wing through tho wonderful gar- 
den planted and tended through throe 
seasons by Mrs. \Voodrow Wilson. This 
garden Is u hedged-ln place, hedged in 
by the most wonderful "hedge product" 
ever seen even In this country of 
hedges. The green wall which encloses 
three sides of this garden spot of the 
great White House grounds Is six feet 
high and three feet in depth. It flour- 
ishes literacy like the green bay tree. 
Its only rival in the Potomac country 
is the fine box hedge planted at Mount 
Vernon by the bauds of George Wash- 
ington. 


Garden Planted by Mrs. Roosevelt. 
This Wlilto House garden, which 


forms of course only a small part of 
the White House grounds, has been an 
Institution of three administrations. 
When Mrs. Roosevelt lived 
In 
the 


White House she planned an old-fash- 
ioned garden, nnd she put her plua in- 
to effect. 
From the windows of the 


White House one looked down on a 
garden In which bloomed geraniums, 
pansies, nasturtiums, hollyhocks', for- 
getmenots, roses, 
bachelor buttons, 


fuchsias, sweet wllllums, and all the 
rest of the old time favorites. 


It was Mrs. Roosevelt's custom to 


invite her Intimate friends to afternoon 
tea In the old-fashioned garden. There 
In the lute afternoon the garden lay 
under the shadows of the great trees 
which have stood as sentinels In the 
White House grounds for many years. 
The placo was qualnc, old-fashioned 
and fragrant and the elders of Wash- 
ington life renewed the days of their 
youth before the plain flowers had 
been supplanted by the exotics which 
modern gardeners insist must have the 
place of prominence In sun and in 
shade. 


Mrs. Taft continued the old-fashion- 


ed garden, and so did the first Mrs. 
Wilson. The present mistress of the 
White House loves roses. The garden 
of today Is n mass of rose blooms and 
tho nir all about Is surcharged with 
the fragrance of these wonderful flow- 
ers. In Washington the roses bloom 
from early May until well on toward 
Thanksgiving, nnd so the beauty of the 
rose garden is assured for many 
nonths to come.

SHOULD KEEP MIRRORS CLEAN 


Cloths Used 
for 
Cleaning Looking 


Glass Should Not Be Used for 


Anything Else. 


Clean cloths are essential to clean 


mirrors. A cloth that has been used 
for something else and Is only a trifle 
soiled will ruin the appearance of a 
big mirror, for every speck of dust or 
smear of grease seems to be much en- 
larged on the smopth anil hard surface 
of a mirror. 


So the first requisite to clean mir- 


rors Is a supply of clean cloths, which 
are never to be used for any purpose 
save cleaning mirrors. These should 
be kept clean and dry and folded. 
They can be used more easily If they 
are not ironed. 


The mirrors should be dusted every 


day, and -when It Is necessary to wash 
them they should first be freed from 
dust with a dry cloth. They should 
then, be covered with a film of some 
cleaning preparation—there are sever- 
al cleaning materials sold In cakes or 
bricks and some -paste* which need 


only tho addition of a little water to 
be 'ready to use. 


The cleaning prep.'inition should bo 


washed off with a frosh, damp cloth 
and then tho mirror should bo rubbed 
dra with a dry cloth, chamois or bits 
of Itlssue paper wadded up. 
All the 


clean tissue paper, the sort that comes 
about hats and suits, can be saved In 
a big cretonne bag for polishing mir- 
rors and windows.

MICHIGAN TO PLANT 


ROADSIDE TREES 


The Michigan Legislature recently 


passed a law to encourage the plant- 
ing of nut-bearing and other food- 
producing shade trees along 
State 


trunk highways 
and 
other 
roads 


built in that state. 
The law makes 


it the duty of the 
State 
Highway 


Commission and the State Commis- 
sion ol.' Agriculture to look after the 
setting out of such trees and of the 
State Agricultural College and tho 
Public Dominion Commission to dis- 
tribute stock at nominal 
cost 
to 


local officials and private individuals 
who will set it out. ' Trees are to 
be planted at intervals of 20 to 40 
feet 
along 
the 
roads. 
Injuring 


roadside trees or affixing notices of 
any kind to them is made a misde- 
meanor punishable by fine of ?1 to 
$25 and imprisonment oE not more 
than 30 days. 
This law is an keep- 


ing with the policy of encouraging 
tree planting announced by the Uni- 
ted State Department o£ Agriculture 
the department of the Federal Gov- 
ernment that administers the Feder- 
al aid road law, in cooperation with 
the states. 


Before bees can be moved and bee

The policy of the federal commis- 
sion is to do whatever possible to re- 
store injured employes to the condi- 
tiou in which they were before in- 
jury. 
An allowance of 66 per cent 


of his regular salary is allowed each 
employe while incapacitated because 
of the injury suffered in performance 
of duty.

little, ones to tho hospital for treatment. 
The 


workers In the motor corps bring the children from 
their homes for ireulnu.'nl and thun hike them 
back iigaln as soon as they are lit to bo moved. 


Holplnjj the Helpless. 


One of the- most pathetic cases ot this sort Is 


that of little Gertrude, only three and a half years 
of ag". Slu> was taken tt» Iho hospital nnd a plas- 
ter cast was put on. There are. six children In her 
family and her father Is unable lo work owing to 
a severe attack-of Influenza. Tlio oldest child In 
the family suffers from epileptic (Us. 
Another 


child hnd broken her arm lust November and It 
had never been sot. Thu driver ot the ambulance 
took this child also to tho hospital so that hor 
crippled arm cmild bo rehrokcn by the doctor nnd 
properly set. So much suffering In ono family 
wns relieved and a great deal of future tragedy 
was averted by the helpfulness of tho motor corps, 


Ono little boy, whoso poor'llttlo legs were abso- 


lutely useless, came nenr to being the cause of nn' 
accident on ono of the journoys tt> thu hospital. 


. Putting his bond out of the front of tho ambulance 


ho Jerked tho ana .of tho driver and said: "See 
that guy thnt passed riding that bicycle I Gee, I'm 
going to be like him soon, mid how I will ride when 
uiy paddles work again." 


A three-year-old Italian girl had been very shy 


on her trips to tho hospital and nt first had re- 
sented being taken by tlio driver. 
Finally after 


her fourth trip she snuggled up ngnlnst tho lieu- 
tenant on tho homeward trip and said something 
which tho oflUror could iio't understand. 
Ono of. 


the older girls explained. 


"She says that her mother Is (lend nnd hor 


father doesn't want her and you can keep her If 
you want to." 


Only three years old and yet that baby realized 


that thero wasn't a soul In the world who wanted 
her. 


These children, whose cuses are duplicated tlmos 


without number throughout the country, aro In a 
dire need of friendly service. Thu parents have 
tho greatest struggle In most cases to provide a 
living for them, and when any ot tho children are 
helpless they are not wanted. 


Such cases nro not Infrequent, and although tho 


1 work of driving a car all day from house to house 


In the poorest parts of the city, over broken and 
rough roads, Is nerve- racking, the members of the 
motor corps have never thought of stopping. Tho 
vital need of continuing their work Is measured by 
the amount of good dr/no hundreds of children. 


The faith of the children accustomed lo walk 


and run about Is much shaken when they nro 


5« 
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to 
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crippled by the tragedy of Infantile p'aralysls. Tluit 
faith is fast coming to tho top again, after they 
have heen given the much-needed attention. 


The women of the motor corps feel that If. there 


Is anything they can do to- make thuso children 
whole again they are going to do It. A largo per- • 
ccnlnge of tho treatments'given tho children-Is 
.successful, as most of tho children are young. 


Another form of service rendered by the women 


of the motor corps, still using Jamaica as hn Illus- 
tration, takes the district nurse all ovor the city, 
This nurse fcrllows up the cases ot 'tho children 
who have boon treated at tho hospital and does 
good work In finding out what tho other needs ot 
Hu> children are, 
In some cases It Is nourishing 


food, In others shoes, In others clothes. 
' There Is only ono district nurse In Jamaica find 
hor Hillary Is pnld ivut of Iho proceeds of a'second- 
hand clothing-shop which Is run by the well-to-do 
women of the community. This shop Is patronized 
by-the poorer people of Jamaica and has proved a 
source of great help to them. 


One day a shabbily dressed woman walked Into 


tho shivp aad looked around. She saw two Holland 
shades on tho counter and paid throe cents npleco 
for them. 
Tho woman who waited on hor was 


very Interested and could not Imagine what sho 
wanted the similes for, when sho was evidently In 
greater need ot other things.

It rs our mission to find 
homos for the children tiour enough so that the 
father can see them every day mid keep closely in 
touch with theli- little affairs. 
The father, can 


often pay for the children's board. It Is the extra 
things that women must do for the children that 
make'it Impossible for'hlm to keep them ul hotrte. 


Tho milk problem alone Is large enough and 


complex enough to keep thousands, of, women 
busy. It Is stated that for every American man 
who Hell on the battlefields of Europe nine ot our 
babies have died. These aro the startling figures 
of tho bureau of child hygiene. The war period 
total was 4f>0,000, against our casualty list of 58,- 
000. 


Of every three deaths one Is of a child under 


three y»ars. Dr. S., Josephine Baker, director of 
tho bureau of hygiene of tho New York city board 
of health, frankly brands us as a nation cureless 
of human life, nnd figures fasten her charge on us. 
But tho experience of tfce New York Diet Kitchen 
association 
(and 
no doubt of other 
kindred 


groups) has been that when those facts are really 
brought to our consciousness helpful response Is 
Immediate. That this response falls so far short 
of tho need can only mean that the full weight of

Is to provide or^ini/eil trained groups of 
women'in ovfery community to nicer, existing needs 
uloui,' social and economic lines. 


The earnest women who uiakn up the motor 


division of the leuu'iie might have thought that the 
end of the war would curtail the scope of their 
activities. Ni.-thl-u; of the sort. The work of trans- 
porting the sick ami wounded and the convalescent 
soldiers, sailors and marines will bo continued as 
long as the need for this work exists.- Tho motor 
division has demonstrated the vital necessity of 
continuing Its work as an organized, trained serv- 
ice in pence times to meet emoYgencies. There is 
so much wi.-rk to be done in 
I ho way of social 


welfare and health and Industrial helpfulness that 
the motor corps, instead of diminishing, sees before 
it growth and expansion. 


iOspecial attention Is being given by the motor 


division to the opportunities found in service for 
the allllcted. One of the concrete examples of this 
Is to be seen in the work being accomplished by 
the women of the city of Jamaica, who formed a 
motor corps In that city. These women motorists 
have already benn of great service to the city in 
transporting crippled children tor the hospital for 
treatment. 
N"t all of these children are per- 


manently crippled, but many of them have lost the 
list.' of mi arm or a leg after having suffered from 
Infantile paralysis. 
Sometimes there la only one 


living parent, who is away from home all day, so 
there ts no one in the family to take the suffering 
Uttle ones to the hospital for treatment. 
The 


workers In the motor corps bring the children from 
their homos for treatment and then take them 
back again as soon as they are lit to be moved. 


Helping the Helpless. 


One of the most pathetic eusra of this sort Is 


th:vt of little riortrude. only three and a half years 
of a:."". She was taken to the hospital and a plas- 
ter east was put on. There are six children In her 
family and her father Is unable to work owing to 
u severe attack- of inlluen/.a. The oldest child In 
the fatally suffers from epileptic fits. 
Another 


i-hiltl had broken her arm hist November and It 
had never been set. The driver of the ambulance 
took this child also to tho hospital so that her 
crippled arm cr/uld be rebroken by the doctor nnd 
properly set. 
So much suffering In one family 


w'as relieved and a great cleat of future tragedy 
was averted by tho helpfulness of the motor corps. 


One little boy, whose poor little legs were abso- 


lutely useless, came near to being the cause of an' 
accident on one of the Journeys to the hospital. 
Putting his head out of the front of tho ambulance 
ho Jerked the arm of the driver and said: "See 
that guy that passed riding that bicycle! Gee, I'm 
going to be like him soon, and how I will ride when 
my paddles work again." 


A three-year-old Italian girl had been very shy 


on" her trips to the hospital nnd at first had re- 
sented being taken by the driver. Finally nfter 
her fourth trip she snuggled up against the lieu- 
tenant on the homeward trip arid said something 
which tho oftlcer could no't understand. 
One of 


the older girls explained. 


"She says that her mother Is dead nnd her 


father doesn't want her and you can keep her if 
you want to." 


Only three years old and yet that baby realized 


that there wasn't a soul In the world who wanted 
her.These children, whose cases are duplicated times 
without number thrcughont the country, are In a 
rilre need of friendly service. The parents have 
the greatest struggle In most cases to provide a 
living for them, and when any of the children nre 
helpless they are not wanted. 
Such cases are not infrequent, and although the 


' work of driving n car all clay from house to house 


In the poorest parts of tho city, error broken and 
rough roads. Is nerve racking, the members of the 
motor corps have never thought of stopping. The 
vital need of continuing their work Is measured ny 
tho amount of good clivno hundreds of children. 


The faith of the children accustomed to walk 


and run about Is much .shaken when they are 
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crippled by the tragedy of infantile paralysis. That 
faith i.s fast coming to the top again, after they 
have been given the much-needed attention. 


The women of the motor corps feel that if there 


is anything they can do tor make these children 
whole again they are going to do it. A large per- • 
ccntage of the treatments1 given the children-Is 
successful, as most of tho children are young. 


Another lortn of service rendered by the women 


of the motor corps, still using Jamaica as an illus- 
tration, takes the district nurse all over the city. 
This nurse fellows up the cases of -the children 
who have been treated at the hospital and does 
good work in finding out what the other needs of 
the children are. 
In some cases It is nourishing 


food. In others shoes, in others clothes. 


• There is only one district nurse in Jamaica and 
her salary is paid out of Hie proceeds of a second- 
hand clothing shop which is run by the well-to-do 
women of the community. This shop is patronized 
by-the poorer people of Jamaica and has proved a 
source of great help to them. 


One clay a 'shabbily dressed woman walked into 


the shiyp and looked around. She saw two Holland 
shades on the counter and paid three cents apiece 
for them. The woman who waited on her was 
very interested nnd could not Imagine what she 
wanted the shades for, when she was evidently in 
greater need of other things. A few days later the 
woman reappeared nt the store and proudly dis- 
played a white waist and a pair of white pants her 
little boy was wearing. 
"I blenched the shades," she snld, "because we 


have an opportunity to go away to the country for 
a week. We were told that we must have a change 
of clothes, so I was able to make a change by doing 
this. We are going away tomorrow." 


The giver of the shades would feel glad if she 


could know what good had been accomplished by 
her act. 
= . 
Jamtica is not the only city , where the people 


have realized what the 'word "service" stands *or. 
In New York state alone there are ninety-two 
branches of the National League for Women's 
Service, and the league has a national enrollment 
of three hundred thousand members and Is estab- 
lished in thirty-eight states. 


Plenty of Opportunity. 


There Is plenty of work for all these members— 


and more—today. An Americanization conference 
of the department of the interior wns held at 
Washington the other day. Americanization seems 
to Include many activities. 


"The 
Americanization movement 'Is the first 


great activity c/£ peace times ip which everyone 
can unite, regardless of any other affiliations," de- 
clared C. H. Paull of Harvard university. "A com- 
munity nbout to interest itself In Americanization, 
should bring its resources together under a single 
purpose with a willingness to pool their interests 
for the common good." 


Dr. Peter Ur/borts of the International Y. M. C. 


A. described the work of the association to help 
Immigrants get settler] in their new homes. 


"Acents of the association, in prewar days, were 


stationed in ril'teo-n ports In Europe," he -said, "and 
here ten secretaries were employed at ports min- 


istering to the immigrants In 
n hundred ways. At points of 
distribution, such as Detroit, 
Chicago, St. Lr/uis, San Fran- 
cisco, there were other men to 
give advice to the bewildered 
foreigners and protect them 
from exploitation. 


"The war demoralized our 


worli in Europe, but opened 
new fields for service among 
foreign-born soldiers In can- 
tcmments. The work of Amer- 
icanlzatlon In the • develop- 
ment battalloh-s was intrusted 
wholly to the 
association. 


Since 
the

signed the association is again 
ready to extend Its aid to the 
Immigrant."

A'"Widowed fathers" are a new problem since 
the influenza epidemic robbed thousands of homes 
of the mother and homemaker. 


Almost any woman can make a home for her 


children, given the dollars and cents to buy bread 
and butter and shoes; but it takes so much more 
than dollars and cents to enable a father to make 
a home. Women engaged in administering moth- 
ers' pensions funds and-other forms of welfare 
work have found that funds were totally inade- 
quate to solve the problem of the father left- a 
widower with several smull children. 
Many men whose wives were stricken during 


the epidemic are hardworking, home-loving fa- 
thers, who cling to the children with a tenderness 
that is heartbreaking. It is our mission to flnd 
homes for the children near enough so hat the 
father can see them every day and keep closely in 
touch with their little affairs. 
The father, can 


often pay for the children's board. It Is the extra 
things that women must do for the children that 
make'it Impossible for'him to keep them at home. 


The milk problem alone is large enough and 


complex enough to keep thousands of women 
busy 
It is stated that for every American man 


who 'fell on the battlefields of Europe nine of our 
babies have died. These are the startling figures 
of the bureau of child hygiene. The war period 
total was 4:10,000, against our casualty list of 53,- 
000Of every three deaths one Is of a child under 
three y«ars. Dr. S.. Josephine Baker, director of 
the bureau of hygiene of the New York city board 
of health, frankly brands us as a nation careless 
of human life, and figures fasten her charge on us. 
But the experience of the New York Diet Kitchen 
association (and no doubt of other kindred 
croups) has been that when these facts are really 
brought to our consciousness helpful response Is 
immediate. That this response fallsi so far short 
of the need can only mean that the full weight of 
such figures Is not visualized as it should be. 


If the horror of a huge cityful of little slaugh- 


tered baby bodies were'really Wrought home to the 
parent heart of our great-hearted nation .it would 
quicken" to one mighty effort the .determination 
that such things should no'longer be. 


Dr Harvey Wiley, long head of the national Bu- 


reau'of health, says of the workers^or child con- 
servation that they are; "in the very front line 
trendies'of'•humanity, on duty without rest, flght- 
inc against terrific odds, but as certain of ultimate 
victory as the forces of the allies were against 
the devastating Hun." 
Can it be possible that our charity must have 


the perspective of distance? .It would seem so, for 
no unusual difficulty was found in financing with 
American money five milk stations in London re- 
cently 
Yet'figures showed .Uiat while the per- 


centa-e of malnutrition among London babies was 
lo ,,c; cent, that of'New York babies during the 
same period was 21 per cent. A speaker lately re- 
nWked that "New York needs to be three- to five 
thousand miles from itself in order to be aroused 
to a sense of its cryiug needs." 


Dyes Affected by Worms 


Department of Agriculture Gives Out 


Results of Series of Experiments 


Recently Made. 


In order to 'determine the action of 


dyes when taken Into the system. N. A. 
Cobb of the United States department 
of iiitrlculturo selected for experiment 
the tiny worms culled nemntodea. 


It Is well known that certain of the 


aniline dyes have peculiar affinities 
for certain sorts of living cells, ob- 
serves a chemist, so Mr. Cobb tried 
various dyes on these worms and 
watched their action under a micro- 
scope. 
He found that cliffernt organs re- 


quired different dyes, so that he was 
able to tint the internal apparatus of 


the ncmutodes in several colors and 
thus watch them clearly under his 
microscope. 
And' he discovered some 


straage facts, not the'lenst of which 
is that the dycstuffs undergo a chem- 
ical action in the creature's body to 
such an extent that you enn never 
tell what color your dye will produce 
until you have tried It. 
Another fact of great importance 


is that he has found that different 
granules of the same oell absorb dif- 
ferent ' dyes and manifestly .perform 
different roles.

dependents.

land for town site purposes; the board 
Is directed to advertise In the nuvfSpa- 
pois. for lauils; may sell the lands to 
.soldiers; may pieparo all or any part 
of land for drainage or cultivation; 
may famish Iho seeds, plants, fences 
and erect buildings and Other Improve- 
ments necessary, The board may also 
make loans'on Iho security of slock 
and farm Implements, 


Every piirohnscr must be an actual 


resident upon such land within six 
months after (Into of his contuict. The 
contract of sale to soldiers sunlit pro- 
vide that tho purchase price of the 
land 
shall be paid 
In amorlix.ntion 


plans over a period of 40 years and 
bearing C per cent Interest, computa- 
tion as lo payment being those used 
by the federal land bank, 


The bill piovldes that there Is appro- 


priated from the general fund to the 
Wisconsin land settlement board oil 
July 1, 1010, $1300,000, arid on July 1, 
1020. $500,000, for the purpose of car- 
rying out the provisions of the pro- 
posed measure.

Some time ago 
Severson offered an amendment which 
doubled the present rates. The Sever- 
son amendment was adopted.at thnt 
time nnd became the bill. At the lust 
session Fons offered an amendment to 
increase the present rates 50 per cent. 
The Fons amendment was rejected by 
n. vote of 11 to 9. The Arnold inheri- 
trtce bill was Indefinitely postponed 
by n vote of 11 to 10. 
' A sixth soldier bouns bill appeared 
In the senate when Senator George L. 
Buck, Racine, 
offered 
n substitute 


measure providing for a tax levy of 
$10 each on every man between the 
ages of twenty-one and sixty who did 
not participate in the world war. The 
bill provides for raising the balance at 
the $15,000,000 necessary by taxation. 


The Buck bill, like other measures 


on the suhject. provides for payment 
of $10 for each month ,of service for 
all Wisconsin men and women who 
served in the war. 


"A lot of people have told how patri- 


otic they are and how much they wish 
they could do something to help the 
soldiers who did the actual fighting 
nnd training. I am going to give the.se 
people n chance," said Senator Buck. 


The senate killed the Burke bill pro- 


viding for appointment of n commis- 
sion and making an appropriation for 
the dedication of the state capitol. It 
advanced a new bill by Skogmo recog- 
nizing Christian Science under 
the 


workmen's compensation law on the 
option of the employers. It concurred 
In the H. E. Johnson bill increasing 
the rate for the care of the inmates of 
the home of the feeble-minded to $4.25 
n Week. 
The senate may be compelled to In- 


stitute proceedings against senators 
who willfully absent themselves from 
the sessions. The senate was under a 
'call of the house and Senator ,T. Henry 
Bennett refused to return. On motion 
of Senator Jennings a committee has 
been appointed to ascertain what pro- 
ceedings could be brought against Sen- 
ator Bennett or any other senator who 
was 
willfully 
absent. 
Action will 


probably be taken by the senate this 
week. 
By a vote of 40 to 28, the assemhl/ 


sent to third reading, after a hot de- 
bate, the. Bennett bill, which provides 
that interurban street railways may 
operate upon city streets, without a 
franchise by securing from the rail- 
road commission an indeterminate per- 
mit. 
By securing 'an indeterminate 


permit the city loses all right and con- 
trol over the interurban lines and can 
place no limitations and restrictions 
over such Hues. The granting of an 
Indeterminate permit is in effect n per- 
petual franchise. 


Assemblyman Kaney tried to kill the 


bill and he was bucked up by Assem- 
blyman Knappe, who contended that 
the passage would take away 
the 


rights of the city over interurban com- 
panies using the city streets. Assem- 
blymen Otto, Buckley and Nolan fa- 
voVed the passage of the measure. 


The assembly, by a vote of 29 to 44, 


refused to kill the bill. Elilman at- 
tempted to have the bill laid over un- 
til the next calendar clay, but the 
house refused and the measure wns 
sent to third reading by a vote of 46 
to 28. 
By n vote of 40 to 25 the assembly, 


following an hour of discussion, killed 
the Chilsen primary election bill legal- 
ising the holding of party conventions 
•md providing-for election of delegates 
tn county and state conventions by.the 
use of the primary system. 


The bill was supported by-Assem- 


blyman Chilsen and was opposed by 
Assemblymen Axel Johnson and G. H. 
Hood. 
No substitute was offered to 


the bill, as was suggested some days 
ago, and vote wns taken upon the ori- 
ginal measure. 


The assembly concurred in the Ed- 


wards amendment to the Severson bill 
relating to the secrecy clause of the 
state Income tax law.

Vetoes Taycheedah Measure. 


Gov. E. L. Philipp vetoed a bill ap- 


propriating $107,000 for additions to 
the industrial home for women at 
Taycheedah. 
The governor 
stated 


that "it looks as if the1 state was go- 
ing out of its way to reward immoral- 
ity." 
He touched upon a state policy 


of placing fallen women in a comfort- 
able home surrounded 
by flowers, 


"while the best the state offers to the 
mother who bus"lived an honest "life 
and who has labored hard and earn- 
estly~for her family is a poorhonse or 
home for the aged."

40 years and 
bearing 5 per cent interest, computa- 
tion as to payment being those used 
by the federal land bank. 


The bill provides that there is appro- 


printed from the general fund to the 
Wisconsin land settlement board on 
July 1. 1919; $500,000, und on July 1, 
1920, $500,000, for the purpose of car- 
rying out the provisions of the pro- 
posed measure. 


Concurrence was given in the assem- 


bly to the bill appropriating $500,000 
Cor care of the wounded, sick and con- 
valescent, soldiers, sailors and marines 
from Wisconsin. The bill now goes to 
the governor for his approval. 


Adopts Gross Negligence Bill. 


The senate has adopted the Bird 


amendment to the Severson gross neg- 
ligence bill and has passed the meas- 
ure. The Bird amendment applies the 
rule of comparative negligence to all 
accidents at railroad crossings. 
One 


member said that it will be possible 
to assess more damages than hereto- 
fore against the railroad companies 
for accidents. 
The present federal 


law recognizes the rule of compara- 
tive negligence as applied to Inter- 
state railway employees, and it is be- 
lieved the proposed iaw will be sat- 
isfactory. 


Good Wages for Farm Hands. 


"Salaries 
of $100 a month with 


board, room, washing and gasoline for 
the hired man's car are not uncommon 
among Wisconsin farmers." said Jnmes 
S. Miller of Madison, acting federal 
director of tlie United States employ- 
ment "service. "There is no unemploy- 
ment problem in this state." he de- 
clared. "The bulk of farm labor is 
placed at $60 to as high as $85 a 
month." The two main problems, se- 
curing work for discharged service 
men and for bartenders seeking dif- 
ferent 
occupation, are being easily 


met, 
according to Mr. Miller. 


New "Blue Sky" Law Proposed. 


What may be Wisconsin's new "blue 


sky" law, to protect the investors of 
the state from unsound and too risky 
investments, was recommended for 
passage in the form of a substitute to 
the Coe bill along similar lines by the 
judiciary committee of the assembly. 
"The substitute divides securities into 
two classes, those of established and 
earning propositions and those of new 
and unproven schemes," said Mr. Coe. 
its author, in explaining the new bill. 


Senate Passed Whey Butter Bill. 


The Olson whey butter bill was 


amended to require a label reading 
"Whey Cream Butter" and passed the 
senate after several amendments and 
substitute amendments were defeated. 
The bill now goes to the assembly, 
where the original Olson, whey butter 
bill, offered by Assemblyman Olson, 
brother of the the senator, was killed 
early In the session.' Dairy and Food 
Commissioner George J. Welgle of- 
fered no objection to the Insertion of 
the word cream in the label. 


O. K. Planninjj and Statue Bills. 


The assembly passed! the Coe bill 


prgviding for a department of rural 
planning within the stiite department 
of agriculture. 
It concurred In the 


•Denniiart bill appropriating $15,000 
for the erection of a monument of 
James D. Doty, the founder of Wis- 
consin. The statue is to be erected at 
Menasha, Doty's old home. 


School Measure Introduced. 


A bill of considerable interest to 


most cities of Wisconsin Is that by 
Eber Simpson, Oshkosh, which, after 
passage in the assembly, under sus- 
pension of rules, was placed on Jhe 
senate calendar.

education complete control over se- 
lection of school sites defining of
